The Swedes that were in Lowicz, are retir'd 
into the Palatinate of Rawitz ; as are thofe 
alfo that were in other Places of the Archbi- 
thoprick of Gnefna. A Detachment of 6000 
Mufcovites has joyn’d the Saxon Horfe at 
Breffice ; but’tis uncertain whether the 60000 
. Mufcovites that are in Lithuania will joyn 
with the Saxons to act againft the Swedith 
Army, or whether they will be employ’d by 
the Czar in the Siege of Riga in Livonia, 
The new Party in Poland, call’d Indifferents, 
have openly declar’d for King Staniflaus, and 
the Weywod of Kiow, who is their Head, 
is advanc’d with the Body of Troops he com- 
mands to Lezasko, whither Major General 
Kang is marching to joyn him with a De- 
tachment of Swedes of the Body commanded 
by General Stromberg. That General con- 
tinues at Cracow, and having caus'd the Offi- 
cers of the Salt-Works at Willicz to repair to 
him, has fent them to the Staroft Spieski, who 
has oblig’d them to take an Oath to King 
Staniflaus, and to deliver into his Hands an 
Account of the Produce of the faid Salt-Works 
from the Time King Auguftus went into his 
Ele@ovate of Saxony. Senators and others of 
“he principal Men of Poland, arrive daily at

35 Companies of Polifh Foot and 400 Horfe 
and Dragoons, to join the Swedes, having 
declar'd for the New King Staniflaus. The 
chief Men of the Family of Potoski have 
all declar’d for the faid pretended King ; and 
that Family being of great Repute and In- 
tereft in Poland, ‘tis apprehended many of 
the Nobility of that Kingdom will aban- 
don the Party of King Auguftus: Mean 
time this laft mention’d King has written to 
the Polifh Noblemen that have hitherto been 
faithful to him, to admonith them to perfe- 
vere in their Loyalty, and to hold them- 
felves in a readinefs to take the Field ; af- 
furing them he defigns to return very fpee- 
dily into Poland with a well appointed Ar- 
my. Thefe Advices drom Poland add, that 
the King of Sweden is about to take the 
Field with his Army, and that fome of his 
Troops are already in Motion. ‘There is no- 
thing new in thefe Letters concerning the 
intended Coronation of King Staniflaus. Tis 
advis'd from Breflau, that a Party of Swedes 
have furpris'd and taken Prifoners 200 Sax- 
ons ; and that all the Saxon Troops that are 
in Poland have Orders to return to Saxony, 
A Cartel for the exchange of Prifoners, is 
agreed on between the King of Sweden 
and the Czar of Mufcovy.
